He has passed through various 
church appointments brilliantly, until 
he is now Dean of the Chapel of Saint 
George of Windsor, which stands with- 
in the ancient walls of Windsor Castle, 
the oldest royal chapel still inhabitat- 
ed in the world, 

The dean is closely in touch with 
life itself in all its forms, He is a 
traveller rerica, Spain, Denmark, 
Ger ny, France, Italy, and the re- 
motest villiages of Great Britain itself 
form a background to his knowledge. 
Ile is a great speaker because he 
a natural speaker, with humor and wis- 
iom pleasantly associated—indeed his 
lectures might be said to achieve dl 
Shakespearean ideal of pleasure and 


instruction hand in hand.” 

A godson of Queen Victoria and a 
member of a family associated with 
the royal household for generations, 
he fs a nephew of Lord Elgin, the 
earlier governor of Canada, and of 
Lady Augusta Stanley, friend and as- 
sociate of the Duchess of Kent and 
Queen Victoria and later, wife of Dean 
of Westminster. 

The dean is himself chaplain to the 
King and registrar of the Order of 
the Garter, that magniffcent order, 
which runs like a_ golden thread 
through the fabric of Britain’s history. 

But his experience and knowledge 
are not confined to his office and dec- 
orations, He is a man of great cul- 
ture, knowledge of art, taste of dis- 
cernment, but he has also the know- 
ledge and understanding that comes to 
him through long experience of the 
poorer people resident of the Tynesside 
Tondon’s poorer districts, and the in- 
dustrial centers of the midlands, where 
he worked as dilligently as he has 
among the more splendid surround- 
ing of Kings. His personality, in 
which knowledge is enriched by hu- 
mor and understanding, will illumin- 


ate every function, sacred or social, 
of the tour of the choir in Canada.
